A Letter  from  Dr.  Johnson. 

D.-ar  Dr.  Searcy  ; \ 

The  time  for  the  meeting  of  our 
State  Convention  is  drawing  very 
near.  I feel  much  concerned  that 
all  our  State  interests  and  enter- 
prises shall  make  a satisfactory 
showing,  and  that  we  may  be  able 
to  start  tho  new  convention  year 
with  the  inspiration  of  freedom 
from  debt  and  the  well-grounded 
prospect  of  enlarged  missionary 
work.  As  things  look  now,  1 shall 
not  be  in  porson  with  the  clans 
gathered  at  Aberdeen,  but  my  heart 
will  be  with  them  and  my  prayers 
for  them  that  they  may  devise  the 
best  plans  for  the  furtherance  of 
tho  prosperity  of  our  aion.  To 
this  end  I am  trying  also  to  bring 
my  churches  into  active  co-opera- 
tion with  our  Convention  Board. 

This  has  been  a busy  year,  so 
far,,  with  us.  I have  preaohed 
every  Sunday  exoept  one,  and 
then  I was  wrestling  with  a fever. 
In  addition  to  pastoral  service, 
some  literary  engagements  have 
made  heavy  drafts  on  my  time. 
Ono  of  these  was  the  preparation 
of  ten  lectures,  to  be  delivered  at 
Blue  Mountain.  Of  my  visit  to 
this  celebrated  seat  of  learning 
Brother  Lawrence  has  already 
given  a flattering  account,  crediting 
my  work  with  more  praise  than  it 
really  deserved.  Ot  that,  there- 
fore, I need  not  speak  further  than 
to  say  it  was  a genuine  pleasure  to 
me  to  speak  so  often  to  an  audi- 
ence so  large  and  so  enthusiastic 
about  the  subjects  treated,  and  to 
ooto  that,  even  while  some  difficult 


and  jdelicate  matters  were  under 
discission,  the  interest  did  not  ap- 
parently fail  or  flag.  This  was  my 
fourtp  visit  to  Blue  Mountain,  aDd 
I was  more  than  ever  before  im- 
pressed with  a sense  of  the  effi- 
ciency and  excellence  of  the  school. 
It  aUemed  to  be  automatic,  just 
going  along  ot  itself,  without  pa- 
rade of  authority,  each  part  work- 
ing Harmoniously  with  the  rest. 
But  Orell  enough  I knew  that  all 
this  jwas  because  it  bad  a presi- 
dent, and  one  who  knew  his  art. 
Indued,  I should  not  be  surprised 
sometday  some  reckless  writer  wore 
to  bljtrt  out  his  opinion  that  “B.  G. 
Low^ey  is  the  best  president  Blue 
Mountain  ever  had." 

I preach  once  a month  at  Good 
Hope  Panola  chanty.  This  is  a 
large  and  strong : church  in  the 
heart!  of  a thickly  settled  commu- 
nity of  thrifty  farmers.  Among 
these:  are  two  large  families,  one 
ot  Lambs  and  tho  other  of  Wood- 
ruffs^ the  latter  being  the  largest. 
If  I do  not  know  a person  I call 
him  Woodruff,  and  failing  to  get 
his  name  right,  then  try  Lamb. 
Of  coftirse  I miss  it  sometimes  after 
trying  both,  but  these  are  the  best! 
chances.  Bro.  Sam  Lamb  efficient 
ly  represented  his  oounty  in  the 
legisiure.  The  Woodruffs  came 
from; near  Greenville,  South  Caro- 
lina, and  had  Dr.  John  A.  Broadus 
as  thbir  pastor  some  time,  while 
the  Seminary  was  at  Greenville. 
They  love  to  tell  about  loading  his 
buggy  with  provisions  during  the 
war,  but  most  of  nil,  do  thoy  de- 
light {to  talk  ot  his  preaching.  The 
truth  is,  they  are  spoilt  for  all 
time  and  will  never  be  satisfied 
with  any  other  preaohor,  though 
they  have  tried  Huelot,  and  Rock- 
et  and  Spencer  and  Bacon  and  Lo- 
max, and  I know  not  how  many 
more.  They  cannot,  however,  get 
up  any  controversy  with  me,  for 
he  was  OBoe  my  pastor  too,  aod  I 
fully  agree  with  them.  Indeed,  I 
sometimes  feel  I i k I never  heard 
any  other  man  who  could  preach. 

The  Good  Hope  church  appoints 
a new  committee  every  threo 
months  to  collect  funds  for  benev- 
olent or  missionary  purposes,  and 
the  plan  seems  to  work  woll.  The 
committee  reports  at  the  end  of  its 
term  and  the  amount  oollected  is 
entered  upon  the  treasurer's  book.

Daniel,  the  strongest  of  them  all, 
seemed  to  be  pre-eminent  in  the 
favor  of  the  king.

A man  of  your  age  and  experi- 
ence doea  not  need  to  be  told  that

Bat  let  us  look  along  the  line  of 
expansion  in  our  own  ranks.  Ourl 
fathers  unfurled  their  banner  Ifith 
the  motto,

pay  school  work,  to 
tion  and  distribution,  to  higher  ed- 
ucation, to  the  loading  position 
among  temperance  workers,  to 
great  activity  along { all  lined  ol 
Christian  work,  especially  to  culti- 
vating home  fields  and  sending  out 
missionaries  to  the  regions  boyond. 
We  have  had  drawbacks.  ]fot 
nearly  all  in  our  ranks  are  expan- 
sionists. They  hold  to  the  theory 
but  are  indifferent  to  the  practice. 
They  are  loud  for  orthodoxy,  but 
mum  for  orthoproxy.  And  yet 
the  results  of  expansion  with;  us 
have  been  wonderful.  We  li$ve 
not  full  data,  but  chough  to  sblow 
our  wonderful  increase. 

In  1784  there  wis  but  1 Bap- 
tist iu  this  country' to  92  of  ^he 
population.  In  18(10  we  h»4  1 
Baptist  to  42  of  the  population. 
In  1840  we  had  1 to  30.  In  IF60 
we  had  1 to  22,  and  to-day  we  tj|ive 
1 to  every  17  of  the  whole  popula- 
tion. 

In  1870  the  Baptists  of  (ho 
United  States,  in  round  numtyirs, 
wero  1,500,000,  and  our  entire  } op- 
ulation  was  3H, 000,000.  . 3 

Now  our  population  is  somerio,- 
000,000  and  our  actual  member- 
ship, as  shown  by  our  year  book, 


This  word  is  made  to  do  a great 
deal  of  service  in  these  days,  but 
it  is  a good  word,  and  needs  to  be 
used  extensively. 

Expansion  is  the  very  opposite 
of  contraction.  The  one  means  to 
enlarge,  the  other  to  diminish. 
Along  one  or  the  other  of  these 
lines  we  must  go.  There  is  rio  stand 
still  point.  The  very  earth  on 
which  we  live  is  always  ipoving, 
and  we  must  expand  or  wc  must 
contract.  The  former  moans  pros- 
perity, the  latter,  adversity.'  Can 
we  afford  to  contract?  When  this 
process  begins  thero  is  no  end  till 
destruction  is  reached.  This  fact 
has  been  demonstrated.  A little 
more  than  fifty  years  ago,  as  some 
degroe  of  prosperity  began  to  come 
to  our  American  Baptist  Churches, 
after  the  effects  of  the  war  of  the 
revolution,  and  the  oppression  of 
Episcopacy  in  the  union  of  ebureh 
and  State,  under  which  our  people 
bad  been  fined,  imprisoned  and 
even  publicly  whipped.  God  mofct 
graciously  opened  the  way  for  ek- 
pansion  through  Judson  and  Rioe. 
The  former  remaining  in  Rangoon 
Burma  and  the  latter  returning  to 
America  ai  d stirring  up  our  people 
on  the  great  question  of  missions. 
Expansion  and  contraction  faced 
each  other  in  hot  combat.  The 
forces  were  about  equal  on  either 
side.  The  battle  raged  fiercely. 
Churches  were  divided.  Homes 
were  divided,  friends  were  di- 
vided. The  battle  wa^  long 
and  hot,  bat  as  the  smoke  floats 
away  lot  us  look  at  the  results. 
The  contraction  party  have  almost 
ceased  to  live,  only  in  hjistory. 
Good,  noble  people  they  were, 
holding  much  vital  truth,  but  their 
policy  of  contraction  led  them  to 
interpret  tbe  scriptures  in  Opposi- 
tion to  the  potency  of  human  effort. 
They  were  so  much  afraid  ol  doing 
the  Lord's  work  that  they*  were 
unwilling  to  do  their  own.  ! They 
made  war  on  Temperance,  Suuday 
Schools,  Bible  Societies,  ^fission 
Boards  and  Denominational 
schools.  Whore  are  they  today?

America,  Romanists

What  shall  be  the  attitude  of  our 
government  toward  the  Roman 
Catholio  Church  in  our  new  island 
possessions?

Death  at  Cherry  Creek. 


On  the  evening  of  the  20th  init.,  Fra.  ■ 
M.  Stephens  pasted  away  in  the  72d  year 
of  hit  age.  having  been  a member  of  Cher- 
ry Creek  Baptiit  Church  for  53  years. 

On  the  22d  of  June,  1864.  near  Marietta, 
Ga  , an  exploded  federal  thell  broke  one  ol 
hit  legs  and  wounded  hit  other  (loot.  The 
wound  refuted  to  heal,  consequently  a 
number  of  years  later  his  foot  had  to  be 
amputated.  But  hit  great  luffermg  had 
made  havoc  with  hit  net  vous  constitution, 
hence  for  the  last  nine  years  of  his  life  h* 
was  confined  to  hit  room.  While  nursing 
him  day  and  night,  through  heat  and  cold, 
his  wit*  was  stricken  with  accute  rheuma- 
tism, so  that  for  several  year*  they  have 
tat  and  sorrowed  and  rejoiced  and  suffered 
together,  neither  being  able  to  help  the 
other,  yet  I even  found  th-m  cheerful. 

When  I hrtt  looked  in  on  the  Cherry 
Creek  Sabbath -school,  the  lamented  N. 
M Berry  wat  Superintendent,  and  Bro 
Stephens  teacher  of  the  Bible  class.  These 
positions  they  had  held  for  years  and  gave 
them  up  only  when  disabled  by  disease. 
For  many  years  they  had  been  business 
partners  and  their  mutual  friendship  streng- 
thened and  warmed  till  life’s  close,  which 
like  their  lives  had  been,  was  Wonderfully 
alike. 

Threugh  a ten  yean  pastorate  he  gave 
me  strong  spiritual  and  financial  support. 
He  was  one  ol  my  truest  friends  among  the 
old  “landmarks  " Personally  I am  bereft 
It  was  a sad  street  pleasure  to  respond  to 
the  call  to  come  back,  in  the  absence  ol 
the  pastor,  and  lead  in  worship  at  his  bur
